I can’t think of the South African 
war without recalling my old friend 
Major Frederick Russell Burnham, 
still living at 74.

He grew up to 
be one of the best scouts of the 
Southwest in the days of our Indian 
wars. Then he went to South Africa 
to help the British pioneers in their 
efforts to cntrol and pacify the na- 
tive tribes, Zulus and Matabeles.

while he told me enough hair-rais- 


ing tales of his adventures to fill a 
book. 

When England decided to go to 
war against the Boers, Lord Roberts

pointed to command the troops. Be- 


| fore he left England he asked men 


who knew what the army would need 
most. “Scouts,” he was told. “Scouts 
who know the country; and the best 
of them all is Fred Burnham.” Burn- 
ham had come back to America. A 
cable was sent to the British Embas- 
sy in Washington to get hold of him 
at any cost. Burnham had just reach- 
ed Juneau, Alaska, and was about 
to start inland for the gold fields 
when the message reached him. He 
turned around and went back to 
South Africa, as chief of scouts of 
the British Army. 

It was from his admiration for 
Burnham and the qualities which the 
American drilled into his scout corps 
that General Baden-Powell got the 
idea for the boy scout organization. 
That is, perhaps the most far-reach- 
ing result of Fred Burnham’s adven- 
turous life.

A Commoner has been appointea 
Governor-General of Canada, John 
Buchan, Scottish novelist, historian 
and dramatist. 

It is hard to imagine John Buchan 
maintaining the almost royal state 
of the Marquesses, Dukes and Earls 
who have preceded him.

Diseases -of Wheat 

The growth and development of

Laboratory of Plant Pathology at 

Saskatoon as part of a general in- 

vestigation on root-rot diseases. The 

wheat plant has two root systems, 
the first or primary roots which 
penetrate ordinarily to a depth of 
trom three to four feet and the 
crown or surface roots which are 
formed in the first foot or eighteen 
inches of soil.

“Browning 
root-rot" infestations are very no- 
ticeable early in the season (early 
June) because at this time the first 
roots are atitacked by the particular 
fungi which cause this trouble. The 
plants are rarely killed but are great- 
ly weakened and delayed. The fungi 
which cause ‘common root-rot” will 
attack tne base of the stems as well 
as the roots.| The fungi are common 
in the soil and on crop debris. In 
periods untavorable for growth they 
may cause considerable blighting of 
the seedlings by attacking the first 
roots. The crown and crown roots 
are then invaded and the plant weak- 
ened. Infected plants, however, are 
rarely killed after passing the seed- 
ling stage when surface roots are 
well established. One or more types 
of root-rot may affect a plant at the 
same time. 

Recommendations for the control 
of these diseases depend upon the 
types concerned, the docation, crop 
history and so forth; 
it is advisable to send specimens and 
communicate directly with the near-

Only 
by the use of good cultural methods, 
a soil nearly alkaline in reaction, 
with adequate, but not an excess of 
moisture, and reasonably fertile, can 
strong plants be produced. The nurse 
crop used is often so vigorous that 
only small plants, and frequently 
poor stands, are secured, which fact 
suggests the remedy. Even if the 
best cultural conditions are provided, 
the root parasites, common in the 
soil, tend to increase rapidly, especi- 
ally in the presence of much soil fer- 
tility, adequate moisture and an a- 
bundance of organic matter, and are 
likely to cause extensive damage. 
Should this happen, the same soil 
should not be seeded again to com- 
mon clover or to sweet clover for

RESPONSIBILITY 


Cancer is a curable disease if it is 
properly treated early. The public 
hear much about cancer deaths, but 
rarely of cancer cures. Nevertheless, 
it is a fact, which should be widely 
spread that there are thousands of 
persons alive now and well who are 
free from the cancer which attacked 
them, thanks to proper treatment 
they received early in this disease. | 

An early diagnosis must come first, 
as obviously treatment cannot begin 
until the condition is recognized. 
Furthermore, and the importance of 
this may be missed because it is 80 
obvious, the doctor must see the pa- 
tient before he can make the diagno- 
sis. 

It comes back to us as an individu- 
al responsibility that we must not 
delay in securing medical advice if 
we are to have the life saving and 
health preservation advantages that 
come from early treatment and from 
no other source. 

Among the most tragic sights of 
the doctor's office are the patient’s 
who come, for the first time, seeking 
medical advice, suffering from a late 
cancerous condition. In such cases 
the natural question is, why the de- 
lay? Why did these people do noth- 
ing during that period of time when 
the cancer was a local growth that 
could have been removed ? 

Their answers tell us certain things 
Many of these did not think the con- 
dition was serious. It is unfortunate 
that early cancer is seldom painful. 
Most of us think that when there is 
no pain the condition can be safely 
left alone. Another large group de- 
lay because they fear that the condi- 
tion may be cancer. They lack the 
courage to face the situation. We 
are often childish in our behaviour, 
and in this case, some of us go on 
the infantile idea that as long as we 
do not know the truth, then it can- 
not hurt us.

HOUSEWIFE HINTS 

A worn whisk broom ' trimmed
